certain on $35,000. 

Of course there are other incidental matters of more or less 
moment involved in this case. -Mr. Stillman charges that a half-breed 
Indian guide is the father of Mrs. Stillman 's last eliiUl. Mi-s. Still- 
man charges that Mr. Stillman is the father of one or two cute little

All of tbiMW oampaltnt'lunre been held 
in tbe Interest of better health for the 
children, and In erery case where a 
milk campaign has been put on there 
has been en Increase in tho consump- 
tion of milk, which has amounted to 
as much as thirty per cent. In some 
cities. What this means to the healUi 
0 ftbe country is hard to measure, for 
milk campaigns put on In one city 
bare resulted in more oampsigns in 
nel|(hborlng oltles and rural districts, 
an dthe milk week has grown into a 
lengthy ednoatton on the food value of 
milk. 

The milk campaign week was start- 
ed In Connecticut In 1918, when six 
cities ,the first of which were Hart- 
ford and New Haven, organized to 
OOmbat undernourishment among 
their SOhOOl children. Ti e movement 
spread to Rhode Island, where New. 
port took up the work, and this cam- 
paign was followed in rapid succes- 
sion by campaigns In four Now Jersey 
cities. Boston then went a step tur- 
theer,*and put on a twelve^months 
campaign. Among other cities which 
have taken up the work are Detroit, 
Pittsburgh, Kansas City, Topeka, Dav- 
eaport, Iowa City, Akron, Spokane, 
Seattle and .Madison. Other cities have 
planned cnmpaigns; and lown anil 
Kansas put on a statewide eampalKii 
for two years, with splendid results. 
Shews HeoMSltr of Xllk. 

Dbit la behind this great interest in 
milk? Undemouriibment. There are 
many children that are underweight 
and undernourished. A eunrey of 10,- 
000 Chicago school children showed 
tliat forty per cent, were seven per 
cunt, underweight, and the investiga- 
tors were surprised to find that of 
those underweight, fifly-seven per 
cent, were from comfortable homes 
In the residential se.ctlon, and only 
16.2 per cent, w^re form the stock- 
yards district "This fact," says tbe 
milk utIllMtion specialist, "demon- 
strated tbe necessity ,for teaching 
more about the value of foods, for the 
fault here was not poverty but ignor- 
ance of the necessity of certain foods 
for growing children." 

A survey conducted in New V'ork 
showed that from 1914 lo 1917 tho per- 
eentiiRe of iindernoiirishnient li.'id lii- 
ereased from 5 to 21 per cent., and had 
accompanied a decrease of 25 per cent. 
In milk consumption. 

Undernourishment is not confined 
to the cities. In one of the countle<^ 
in the richest agricultural acotlon of 
Kansas It was found that of 639 uhll- 
dren Ir^ thirty school district, 140 were 
at least ten per aut underweight, and 
only forty-two per cent, of them used 
milk every day. Also ,ln three town- 
ships In Iowa fifty-one per cent, of 
the children were underweight

FARM BODY TAKES 
UP 1»M)PEIMTIVE 
MARKETING PUN 

President of Fedentlea Hays froi.

Hum of .Hills and Song of 
l,alM)rcr ThnniKboiil Land. 

('lilcaRO, April 7, — Tlie ratlficiiilon 
eonferoncct on tin? co-operative >;riiln 
marketing plan submitted by the 
Farmers' Marketing Comniittco of sev- 
enteen assembled here Wednesday. 

Details of the plan prepared during 
nearly a year of ooaferenees to mar- 
ket the majority of tbe farm products 
of the country under the most favor- 
alile price conditions were submitted 
10 reprertentatlvcB of the various farm 
organizations behind the proposal. 

"The plan provides purely and sim- 
ply for the farmer to enter iipon a 
program of conducting his own busi- 
ness of marketing," said C. H. Oustar- 
son, chairman of the oommlttea. 

"It Is purely co-operative plan of- 
fered In competition with existing un- 
satisfactory methods of marketing. 
We helievo that while recognizing the 
farmer an equitable and Just return 
on lilH Kruin crops by effecting sav- 
ings, avoiding speculation, preventing 
needless duplication of effort and 
event uaily stabilising the market for 
grain crops. 

' "We arft told that the farmer now 
receives 34 cents of the dollar that the 
consumer pays for farm products. 
There is need to change that ratio. It 
has ajiparently been the function of 
the farmer to produce and then take 
his chances with market fluctuations 
and "ill! market conditions where 
waste, duplication, manipulation and 
speculation have onerated to turn the 
law of supply and demand ui)slde 
down. 

"Two years ago we had tlie price of 
com changing from Jl.na down to $1 
at crop time and then before the next 
crop of com was produced corn went 
to approximately f2 a bushel. 

"We farmers have comp to believe 
there la something- fundanaentally 
wront; with a prioe determining ma- 
chine that will function In that man- 
ner, and It Is time for both farmer and 
^ify man to recognize the possible 
benefits of co-operation 

"In my own experience with the 
Nebraska Farmers' Union we handled 
more than J40,onn,ooo worth of busi- 
ness' last year In our live stock com- 
mission company alone and returned 
50 per cent of the commissions to our 
patrons at the end of the year." 

"Tbe most potent cause in our pres- 
ent social unrest and commercial 
4ai,'nation today lies in the fact that 
thori' Is no farm market," President 
r. R. Howard, of tlie American Farm 
nureau Federation, told the ratifica- 
tion conference. 

"The fanner's purchasing power Is 
»one because his prices are far below 
par and his markets are gone. A pros- 
porous agriculture will start again the 
hum of the milbi and the song of the 
laborer throughout the land. 

"Co-operation won the war. The 
American farmer today In hie demand 
for co-operative rights challenges all 
other peoples to come with him and 
through nationwide and world co-op- 
eration replace abnormalcy with nor- 
malcy. 

"For yearn the American farmer has 
suffered from uneconomic and apecu- 
iative - marketing systems. Countless 
thousands of farmers stand today 
buqred by the hope that this meeting 
will evolve their 'magaa charta'."
